erones per student ... and they each need to have a CORI 
check." 

While Mr. King maintained that "the Drama Club 
Cast and Crew Sleepover has become just as much a part 
of the tri-town curriculum as the Survival Program is at 
ORR Junior High School/' in his letter.

submitted a letter addressing some of his concerns. 

"Looking at the plan that was submitted, it's a 
cul-de-sac, so I would require access for getting apparatus 
down there," Chief Ashworth said. "I also want to see 
how they'd supply water ... I'm not sure if they're putting 
in hydrants at all. The road itself is very, very narrow, so 
it would be difficult to get apparatus in there. I'd recom- 
mend access from Featherbed Lane." 

"The other concern I have is kind of obvious," Mr. 
Manning said. "I only see one means of getting into this 
subdivision — is it fair to say it's going to be difficult to 
get (fire trucks) to the very end?" 

"It's not just getting in but getting out that I'm 
concerned about," Chief Ashworth said. "I don't want to 
have to back apparatus out of there, either." 

The Fire Chief also expressed some concern over 
the condition of Featherbed Lane if it was to be used as an 
access road for public safety vehicles. 

Police Chief Paul Magee next said his primary 
concern over this development would be the traffic im- 
pact it has on the neighborhood. 

"Certainly the number of vehicle trips and the 
increase in traffic is a concern," Chief Magee said. "This 
area is already a busy area for the Police Department ... 
we've had some fatal crashes at the intersection of Feath- 
erbed Lane and Route 105." 

Chief Magee also noted that when residents living 
in the new development have guests over their houses, 
there could be a potential problem with parking — either 
off-street or within the development itself. He also noted 
that the increased population would eventually impact 
his department in terms of increased calls to the area. 

"If you don't give people adequate off-street 
parking in the neighborhood, where are all those other 
cars going to go?" Chief Magee asked. "It's going to

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become my department's problem when we get the calls 
that cars are parked (on or near) their property." 

Next, Highway Surveyor Jeff Eldridge noted that 
Featherbed Lane — which is being considered as the main 
access road for this development — is currently 12 to 14 
feet wide and is a dirt road without any drainage. "I can't 
find any (evidence) that it was laid out as a town road/' 
Mr. Eldridge said. "Whether it's actually a public right-of- 
way or not has to be researched." 

"To add to that, when it snows they'll have a 
real hard time with (snow removal)," Mr. Eldridge said, 
noting that regardless of who plows — be it the town or 
someone hired by the residents — there has to be some- 
place to put the snow that's being removed. 

"I haven't been out there ... but you said you felt 
the Featherbed Lane connector was in rough shape?" 
asked Mr. Manning. 

"It's never been (properly) laid out or built to 
(town road) specifications," Mr. Eldridge said. 

"That puts us in a quandry, because if it hasn't 
been accepted as a (public) road, we need to find out who 
owns it," Mr. Manning said. 

"We have two developments now ... and they're 
having problems and have approached the town about 
taking over (road maintenance)," Mr. Eldridge said. 

Mr. Manning then noted receipt of written com- 
ments from the Planning Board and Town Planner Ran- 
dall Kunz and then heard from Planning Board Chairman 
Arnold Johnson, who was present at the hearing. 

"Our Town Planner was planning to make this 
presentation, but he couldn't be here," Mr. Johnson said. 
"The Planning Board rules and regulations require a 
24-foot wide paved surface with a one-foot Cape Cod 
burm on either side, with a sidewalk running up one side. 
The Planning Board is very concerned about the roadway 
width (and) the roadway length. We are very concerned 
about the Braley Hill Road /Featherbed Lane intersection. 
We are recommending that Featherbed Lane be complete- 
ly built out to accommodate the (access) to this develop- 
ment." 

Mr. Johnson said the Planning Board agrees with 
both the Fire and Police Chiefs that the development

should have at least a second means of egress. 

"With these condo associations and private wells 
and water supplies, it should be incorporated into the 
design document that if these wells fail it is the condo 
association's problem, not the town's/' Mr. Johnson said. 
"We'd (also) like to have a comprehensive traffic assess- 
ment done on both Braley Hill Road and Featherbed 
Lane." 

Mr. Johnson also noted that since the develop- 
ment falls within the Mattapoisett River Valley Water Dis- 
trict, they need to get advanced approval from the group. 

"As shown on the geological maps, this area is an 
aquifer," said an attorney for the developer. "So we can 
draw on that water supply." 

"Now the The Town Planner has suggested you 
conduct an Environmental Impact Review," Mr. Manning 
said. 

This study, according to the ZBA's consultant, is 
filed with the state's Secretary of Environmental Affairs 
and covers everything from the natural habitat potentially 
affected by the development to traffic noise and traffic 
flow patterns. 

"The Planning Board has a rule that no dead-end 
street can be greater than 500 feet ... unless it's a loop 
road," Mr. Johnson said. "There's a separate rule that re- 
quires a development of 30 or more units to have at least 
three separate points of egress."

discuss pending litigation and then resumed in Open Ses- 
sion at 7:05 pm by unanimously approving the minutes of 
the January 14 meeting (Regular and Executive Sessions).

2009 (FY09) budget. 

"I had anticipated $100,000 in state aid ... we're 
actually getting $116,000 in state aid, so the budget 
numbers won't change that much," Mr. LaCamera said. 
"We're having a preliminary meeting with the FinCom 
(later tonight) to go over the figures. The Rochester Me- 
morial School budget has been submitted ... with a 12.2 
percent increase. I met with the School Superintendent 
today and they really didn't follow what we asked them 
to do — to submit two budgets, one level-funded and one 
with what they'd like to see. There's just no way we can 
support a 12.2 percent increase. In our initial discussions 
we figured we could support a 2 or 3 percent increase at 
the most." 

Mr. LaCamera said they are going to be looking 
to cut some $100,000 from the overall FY09 town budget, 
so any increases would be out of the question. 

"There's no increase in lottery aid, the major 
increase is in Chapter 70 money, which is $116,000," Mr. 
LaCamera said. "All other receipts are flat. I feel confi- 
dent that the House and Senate are going to approve the 
Chapter 70 money, but that's it. The net increase to spend 
is $527,000 over this year, which is about a 2.5 percent 
increase (overall). The goal was to try to maintain what 
we presently have — no new programs, no new staff." 

Mr. LaCamera then informed the board they were 
supposed to meet with the Planning Board this evening 
to discuss the Town Planner's position and objectives for

2008, but they weren't able to attend. 

"We've been talking about updating the Master 
Plan, the Affordable Housing Plan, and so forth/' he said. 
"They would like to hire a consultant to review what the 
Rochester town center should look like in the future." 

"A lot of work has been done by a lot of people 
(in) bits and pieces," Selectman McGaffey said of the 
town's seemingly stalled Master Plan Committee. "But 
(overall) the ball seems to have been dropped. We have 
a short period of time to not only pull together an initial 
document ... but to get it approved for Town Meeting."

As for Center Village's recent request to have two 
of their roads accepted as public ways, Mr. LaCamera said 
he consulted with Town Counsel and he doesn't recom- 
mend these roads be accepted at this time, but residents 
within the development may bring a petition to Town 
Meeting voters to approve the measure. 

In other matters, Mr. LaCamera: 

• Noted there is a general e-mail address acces- 
sible via the town's website where residents can submit 
suggestions, comments and complaints to town officials. 
That address is info@townofrochester.com. 

• Advised that if the wells which have been 
installed to service the homes in a development off New 
Bedford Road failed the town would not be responsible to 
provide an alternative water source to those homes. 'The 
condo association would be responsible," Mr. LaCamera 
said. 

• Again wanted to correct misinformation being 
provided by those selling Verizon service to residents in 
Rochester. "Verizon is telling people that the reason they 
cannot get video (service) is the town hasn't signed a con- 
tract," Mr. LaCamera said. "We signed a contract over a 
year ago. It's not because of the town — you can currently 
get their voice and data lines (in Rochester), not the video. 
I've told them to please tell their marketing group to stop 
saying it's Rochester's fault." 

In other matters, Selectman Nunes updated his 
fellow board members on the recent meeting he had with 
members of the State Building Authority to review a 
proposed expansion and renovation project at the town's 
Memorial School. 

"They basically gave us an idea of what they're 
looking at and what the costs are," Selectman Nunes said.

$19.3 million. The town's share of that would be approxi- 
mately $8.6 million. Those costs are all tentative. The base 
reimbursement rate was 31 percent, then there's capital 
property at 13.62 percent, and income addition at 6.32 
percent — (so) 50.58 percent for the overall project/' 

"Because of the condition of the building, they 
said we could get up to a 55 percent reimbursement rate/' 
Mr. LaCamera added. "I think the good news is we're in 
line (for funding) and we need to have a feasibility study 
done to determine the school's future needs." 

Under Old Business, Selectman McGaffey said he 
attended a recent meeting in Fall River to discuss the pro- 
posed commuter rail line for the area. "They've proposed 
(several) alternatives (and) they are going to come back 
with six possible routes," he said. "Basically they're com- 
mitted to listening to people(and) they will be meeting 
with people in Rochester sometime in March." 

The board noted their next regular Selectmen's 
meetings would be held on Monday, February 11 and 
Monday, February 25, 2008. They also noted the next 
Zoning Board of Appeals (ZBA) Public Hearing on the 
Featherbed Lane development would be held on March 
26 at 7:00 pm in the Rochester Senior Center.

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Blaze of Gory

Rambo. Starring Sylvester Stallone and Julie Benz. Directed 
by Sylvester Stallone. Running time: 93 minutes. MPAA rat- 
ing: R. 

For years, if a director was trying to get an R rating from the MPAA 
instead of the box-office-death NC-17, he or she was not allowed to cite 
precedent (i.e., "Hey, that movie showed a severed head rolling down 
three flights of stairs — why can't mine?"). But now that filmmakers can 
cite precedent, their go-to movie will likely be Sylvester Stallone's Rambo, 
possibly the most violent movie ever to get an R rating and a wide release 
in America. All horror directors should now genuflect towards Stallone 
for enabling them to indulge in stabbings, shootings, body parts spin- 
ning through the air, intestines spilling out, children bayoneted, people's 
heads skewered with arrows, bullets literally blowing people in half, and 
people reduced to red chunky bits dripping down the shield of a mounted 
machine gun. Not necessarily in that order. 

Stallone, of course, will tell you that the violence in Rambo — much 
of which is perpetrated by the film's bad guys, vicious Burmese soldiers, 
and is therefore not intended as gory entertainment — is meant to shed 
light on the real-life genocide presided over by Burma's military junta. 
But really, in terms or how the movie works, the Burmese army are just 
the baddest bad guys Stallone could find. They make good, guilt-free 
target practice. Card-carrying liberals have nodded grudging approval to 
Stallone and Rambo: The movie delivers. As a piece of crude, ejaculatory 
guerilla pulp, the movie is at the head of its class (or lack thereof). It takes 
the psychopathology of vengeful carnage about as far as it can go. Just 
as Rocky Balboa was Stallone's back-to-basics gift to Rocky fans, Rambo is 
a bloody valentine to devotees of the glumly apolitical Vietnam vet who 
has a talent for ushering dozens of his enemies into the next life. 

Rambo is busy catching snakes in Thailand when he's tapped to bring 
a group of American missionaries into Burma. At first he declines, but Julie 
Benz is among them, and since Rambo is secretly a Joss Whedon fanboy, 
he agrees. Almost as soon as his boat drops them off, the missionaries 
are captured by Burmese soldiers. Julie Benz is isolated and saved for 
sexual satisfaction by one soldier who particularly enjoyed her work on 
Angel. Rambo hears of this and leaps into action, accompanied by several 
mercenaries led by the lead singer of Right Said Fred. People die. Lots 



of people die. 3.04 people per minute, according to a chart making the 
internet rounds, which means Rambo almost achieves action-movie Pi. Or 
something. 

We've discussed how Rambo is as a Rambo movie — in its way, it's 
as genuine and heartfelt a throwback as Rocky Balboa was. How is it as a 
movie in general? As a director, Stallone does interesting things; his recent 
efforts are rather dour and fatalistic, but with a glimmer of hope, building 
to the climax the fans came to see, and ending on a note of renewal. Rambo 
certainly has more going on between the lines than, say, Live Free or Die 
Hard. Stallone takes these two mythological characters at opposite ends 
of the philosophical spectrum — the simple-minded, good-hearted Rocky 
and the embittered, cynical Rambo — and walks them through fables in 
which the hero regains his relevance by being true to himself. 

In style, though, Rambo is pretty much a slasher flick. You want to 
see Rocky win, ana you want to see Rambo kill, just like Michael Myers 
and Jason. Stallone, to his credit, gives Rambo an extra helping of grumpi- 
ness — he doesn't want to kill again, he's perfectly happy spearing fish 
in Thailand and staying out of everyone's business. Circumstance forces 
his brutal hand — that, and Stallone's desire to follow up one comeback 
with another. (Rambo barely lost first place to Meet the Spartans on opening 
weekend — which is still a step up from Rocky Balboa's #3 debut.) In the 
end, I fall back on one of my filmgoing mantras, adapted loosely from 
Oscar Wilde: A movie like this can be well done or badly done. Rambo is 
well done, though it looks more like very rare steak.

SouthCoast Chamber Music 

The world comes to the South Coast this week 
— the world of music, that is, as the South Coast Cham- 
ber Music Society presents concerts in Marion and New 
Bedford that span the globe. In offering works by Rus- 
sian Dimitri Shostakovich, Englishman Gerald Finzi, 
and Italian- Argentinian Alberto Ginestera, the acclaimed 
ensemble showcases three 20th Century contemporaries 
who couldn't be more different — or more captivating. 

Dimitri Shostakovich, now recognized as the 
greatest Russian composer of his era, toiled for years 
under Stalin's repressive regime and yet managed to 
distinguish himself in virtually every musical genre. The 
String Quartet in C major that South Coast audiences will 
hear may have been the composer's first, but it has always 
been recognized as a mature work, written in 1938, just 
after his acclaimed Fifth Symphony. 

The Quartet, which Shostakovich himself de- 
scribed as "cheerful, happy and lyrical," with its distinctly 
Russian sound, is often praised for its wit and lovely 
serenity of tone. Although the composer wrote that "the 
work so captivated me that I finished it un-believably 
quickly," the first String Quartet laid the groundwork for 
Shostakovich's fourteen subsequent string quartets. 

Audiences will also enjoy an earlier work by the 
Russian master, his Three Fantastic Dances. When these 
"piano miniatures" premiered, with Shostakovich himself 
on the piano, they were enthusiastically received in the 
Moscow Conservatory, and have been thrilling audiences 
ever since with their lively folk rhythms and fascinating 
harmonies. 

Gerald Finzi's Interlude for Oboe and String 
Quartet, his best known and admired work, was not 
written "unbelievably quickly," and it took the composer 
four years to finish. Like Shostakovich, Finzi too uses folk
